The delegates showed some surprise 
at this disorder, which did not cease 
until all the spectators had either 
seated themselves or found places 
against the walls.

SODA OR CANDY FOR BABY? NEVER!

Don't "humor" the baby with Ice 


cream, sodas, candy, or bananas' 


It's not kindness, but cruelty, for 


It makea the baby sick and makes 
him more liable than usual to di- 
arrhea—the summer bab> a worst 
•nemy. 


Don't give the baby "Tastes'" 
Mothers, in their amxlety to please 


their children, are often unwisely 
Indulgent. This Is particularly true 
with respect too food. Tidbits from 
the family table and "tastes' of all 
sorts of things help to destroy the 
baby'a natural appetite for the sim- 
ple foods and to upset his digestion. 
In Bummer, this particular tempta- 
tion Is especially strong. It Is no un- 
common slEht to see a mother offer- 
ing her baby tastes of Ice cream soda 
and other drinks at the drug store, 
and children barely able to toddle 
come out carrying their oun Ice 
cream cones. Good 
home-made 
Ice 


cream, whose Ingredients are known 
to the mother, may be given to a well 
baby after he Is two years old, If 
taken at hla dinner; but commercial 
Ice cream, whose composition and 
age are unknown, Is not safe food for 
a young child. While pure fruit Juices, 
prepared at home, are excellent for 
the -hild and should form a regular 
part of his dally diet, sweet sirups 
used for flavoring soft drinks of all 
kinds at public fountains are hard- 
ly to be recommended for young chil- 
dren. Mothers too often give Iced tea 
er coffee to their 
children 
Thes* 


drinks, whether cold or hot. are ab- 
solutely harmful for a child. Plenty 
ol cool water is the best summer 
drink for the baby. 


FEEDING THE OLDER BABT. 
After fie baby Is a year old he 


ahould be fed four times a day If 
he Is healthy, and should ha\e noth- 
ing between meals This rule Is espe- 
cially Important In summer when the 
heat Is severe. Many mothers find 
relief In the care of fretful babies 
by feeding them all sorts of things 
at Irregular times. It Is a very com- 
mon thing to see a child under two 
years of age munching a banana, a 
cooky, or a stick of candy. Babies 


who are thus fed are doubtlesa among 
those who easily 
develop summer 


diarrhea, a disease responsible for 
the deaths of thousands of babies 
every summer The mother who has 
the best Interests of her baby at 
heart will refuse to give him those 
articles of food which are unsulttd 
to his age, and will Insist upon feed- 
Ing him only the right kind of food 
at regular Internals. 


In the second half of first year, 


fruit juices, cereals, dried bread, 
\egetable soup and yolk of egg should 
be gradually Introduced into the diet 
of the baby, During the second year 
he ahould have cereal and milk morn- 
Ing and night, an egg, or vege- 
table soup, with bread and butter 
and milk at the middy meal. Hla 


other meal ahould be very simple 
consisting chiefly of milk.

INSCRIPTIONS to the $400,000 fund needed to meet the Millikin estate's offer of 


$600,000 yesterday passed the $200,000 mark. A week ago today the total stood 
at $135,000. By diligent work on the part of the teams this amount was increased 
by $65,000 in five working days, and the subscriptions were for the most part small 
ones. 


The situation is this: Practically all the persons on the committee's list have been In- 


terviewed. The greater number of them have requested time to consider the amount of 
their subscriptions, and this has been willingly accorded. 


There remain a number from whom large subscriptions, ranging from $5,000 to 


$20,000, may be expected. Special work in the way of suggestions, such as the endowing 
of chairs, is required in these cases.

and as the larger gifts begin to come in, the remaining $200,000 will be quickly com* 
pleted. Solicitation wad not fully organized until last Monday. The results of perfect or- 
ganization already are apparent, and momentum, which is being gained rapidly, is likely to 
carry the last $100,000 with a rush. 


The encouraging features from the first have far outweighed the discouraging ones. 


Unsolicited and unexpected subscriptions are coming in every day. Some of the gifts, we 
know, represent real sacrifice. The makers of such subscriptions may be assured that their 
spirit is an inspiration to the workers and is making their work easier.

Through War—Now With Major Krigbaum. 


A talking machine with a history 


standa In a rear room of th« Krig- 
baum Electric Company's store on 
South Main street 
It Is a Orafonola 


which has "traveled the wild world 
all over" Including the stormy battle 
fields of Franc* and Is back once 
more In Decatur 
It 
accompanied 


the meandering" and vicissitudes of 
Company A, 124th Machine qun Bat- 
talion from Camp Dodge to Decatur

The cool, wet weather of the first 


part of May nas iery unfavorable to 
the development of the codling moth. 
Slothg of the o\er wintering brood 
emerged In \ery small numbers up 
to the last few days in Slay, at which 
time a heavy emergence occurred. 


Therd will be a large hatching of 


worms of the second brood during 
the first of July. In this section the 
spray for this brood should be ap- 
plied not later than July 7. 


Due to the f^ct that cool, wet wea- 


ther retarded the 
development and 


permitted the moths to emerge over 
a long period, it will be advisable to 


appiy an additional spray 
for 
the 


second brood larvae about July 25. 


The spray should consist of arse- 


nate of lead paste four pounds; eight 
pounds of freshly slaked lime and 
sufficient water to make one hund- 
red g.alloriS of solution.'
